EAST JORDAN -- We've all 
heard the saying, “If you 
build it, he will come.” 

Many remember that 
quote from the 1989 Kevin 
Costner hit, Field of Dreams. 

Tn this case, lets change 
the “he” to “they” and in 
fact, that is exactly what has 
taken place inside the East 
Jordan High School. 

After a drop off in partici- 
pation and use of the previ- 
ous weight room in the early 
2000’s, the equipment that 
was in place was used spar- 
ingly and not taken care of 
properly, so some equipment 
wasn’t in the greatest of con- 
dition and starting to show 
it’s age. 

“The previous weight 
room wasn’t taken care of a 
while back, and things were 
starting to get old, and with 
that, kids don’t respect 
things as much,” East Jordan 
football coach Al Peterson 
said. “So, we decided to see if 
we could find a room to use. I 
approached Athletic Direc- 
tor, Phyllis Olszewski and Su- 
perintendent, Matt 
Stevenson about a room.” 

“T told him (Stevenson), we 
would get the funds neces- 
sary, and he said if we did, 
the room would be ours,” Pe- 
terson noted. 

Peterson then went to 
work securing funds, and 
within two weeks, he was 
able to get $17,500 pledged 
and then they wrote a grant 
for $20,000 through the com- 
munity foundation and after 
another week or two, those 
funds were granted as well. 

With the money secured, 
the dream of a new weight 
room began to turn into a re- 
ality. 

The school had fund for 
flooring, so they purchased 
the state of the art, one inch 
rubber flooring with inlaid 
ladders and dot drills that 
will never wear out and easy 
to clean. 

“This is exactly what I was 
looking for when I envi- 
sioned it, Peterson added. 
“We went with Rogers Ath- 
letic Equipment, because its 
heavy duty and it's made in 
right here in Michigan.” 

The layout of the new 
weight room is very spacious 
and everything has it’s own 
place, with room for more 
equipment. 

“The kids are absolutely 
love it, it’s easy to use, easy 
to adjust and with the new 
equipment, the kids are find- 
ing it easier to come in here,” 
the coach added. “We're get- 
ting areally good turnout. A 
bunch of kids come in from 
3-4:30pm and another group 
from 5-6:30 pm.” 

Coach Peterson also noted 
that he doesn’t do it alone, as 
all the coaches that come in, 
do so on a voluntary basis 
and the coaches that super- 
vise the athletes at the previ- 
ous mentioned times, are 
part of the football program. 

“We allow any kid that 
wants to come in and lift, do 
so. We are using the Bigger, 
Faster Stronger system, and 
we'll help them and their 
coaches can be in here as 
well as we’re training them 
as well on the safety and 
usage of the equipment,” Pe- 
terson said. 

Each coach can add to the 
B,ES programs core lifts and 
go more sports specific, so 
while football may focus 
more on the legs and neck, 
basketball or volleyball may

incorporate more fast twitch 
muscle exercises for jumping 
and so on for the other 
sports. 

The EJ coaches currently 
have the weight room open 
three days, Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday, and some 
coaches have been opening it 
on Sunday’s to accommodate 
those athletes that were un- 
able to make a weekday 
workout. 


Coach Peterson has seen a 


drastic increase in participa- 


tion since the new weight 
room has opened in late 
spring and expects more stu- 
dents to take advantage of 
the opportunity to strength 
train once school begins ina 
month. 

Superintendent, Matt 
Stevenson was also available 
for comment, so when asked 
how everything came to

fruition, he responded, “This 
is alla community group of 
people that got together, saw 
a need, put their heads to- 
gether and figured out a way 
to make this a reality,” he 
said. “They came to me with 
needing some space, SO we 
found this room and they did 
the rest.” 

“The community came to- 
gether on this project, and it

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was a proud moment for 
them and myself as we all 
see how this is going to bene- 
fit the kids.” 

Stevenson also touched 
base on how in these tough 
times where the educational 
dollar is being cut, communi- 
ties like East Jordan come to- 
gether, saw a need and went 
out and made it happen. 

“There isn’t just one group 
of student-athletes in here,” 
he noted as we looked 
around. “There are guys in 
here, girls in here, and that’s 
a good thing. We don’t just 
want one group in here, we 
want them all in here, and by 
doing so, they will become 
better athletes.” 

He also noted that the B,ES 
program will now be part of 
the school's physical educa- 
tion curriculum. 

“We just want to introduce 
the kids to be more fitness 
minded,” he said. “We want 
them to be healthy, and teach 
them that they can take this 
into adulthood.” 

After talking with coach 
Peterson and superintendent 
Stevenson, I had the opportu- 
nity to photograph and inter- 
view some of the athletes in 
the weight room. 

Freshman Jaden McCoy 
was working on the leg ex- 
tension machine when I 
caught up with her in be- 
tween sets and asked her 
what she’s as far as results in 
the three months she’s been 
participating alongside her 
JV basketball team mem- 
bers. 

“T definitely can tell ’m 
getting stronger, more ath- 
letic, especially in my shoot- 
ing,” she noted. “in the 
future, I see myself continu- 
ing to improve in the 
strength and athletic depart-

school.” 

Rebecca Drenth, a sopho- 
more that began strength 
training as part of the power 
lifting club in the fall of 2014, 
has seen a great deal of im- 
provement in strength, most 
notably in basketball, golf 
and power lifting. 

“Tsee myself improving in 
basketball, getting stronger 
in that sport and being 
stronger down low (in the 
post).” 

Madeline Malpass, an in- 
coming freshman, just fin- 
ished a set of dips when she 
mentioned that she has seen 
some improvement in her 
strength since beginning in 
early summer. 

“T also see myself continu- 
ing to get stronger down the 
line,” she added. 

And to close things out, 
junior Trey Peterson was fin- 
ishing up his routine and 
took the time to add some in- 
sight from what he has bene- 
fitted since being introduced 
to weightlifting at a young 
age. 

“T was younger when I first 
started lifting with dumb- 
bells, around age 11 or 12,” he 
said. “Once I got into middle 
school, I started to hit the 
weights a little harder. I did 
take some time away from 
the gym, but got back into it 
last year and got back into it 
every Monday, Wednesday, 
Friday.” 

“T’ve also been working 
late a lot this summer, so it’s 
hard to get in here when it’s 
open, so I just come in when I 
can as I love weight lifting,” 
Trey added. “I look to make a 
lot of gains going forward, 
and I want to be the best that 
Ican be.” 

Tcouldn’t have made a bet- 
ter statement myself. 

Look for the all the Red 
Devil athletic programs to 
take a step forward this 
school year with the addition 
of the new weight room. 

The staff and administra- 
tion saw a need, the commu- 
nity supported that need and 
helped fill it, and a new state 
of the art facility was added 
to the school.

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Pigeon River 
Angling to Improve

Thanks to 
a truly collab- 
orative effort 
involving a 
future dam removal, the 
Pigeon River will break its 
bonds for the first time in 
over a century. The dam is 
owned by Golden Lotus, 
Inc. and is located near the 
Pigeon River Country 
State Forest on Song of the 
Morning Ranch Rad. It cre- 
ated an impoundment 
known as the Lansing 
Club Pond. 

Concern regarding the 
site occurred after a cata- 
strophic event in 2008 
when the dam malfunc- 
tioned and released tons of 
silt causing water temper- 
atures to sky rocket. The 
Blue Ribbon Trout 
Stream, and important 
spawning water for brook 
trout, brown trout, and 
steelhead, was contami- 
nated all the way to Mullet 
Lake and half a million 
fish perished. Trout Un- 
limited, the State of 
Michigan, and Pigeon 
River Country Association 
filed a complaint against 
dam owner Golden Lotus, 
Inc. A lengthy lawsuit en- 
sued resulting in the deci- 
sion to remove the dam 
and Huron Pines was 
given the project. 

Impressive progress 
has been made. 

“All of the gates, 
boards, and stop logs have 
been removed from the 
dam and the impound- 
ment lowered. We are al- 
ready starting to see the 
river form its new path up- 
stream. Vegetation is es- 
tablishing very quickly, 
and a lush, river channel 
is forming” said Lisha 
Ramsdell, Huron Pines 
program director. 

“Tt usually takes cen- 
turies to happen. We’re 
watching it happen ina 
year. This showcases the 
power and resiliency of 
the river to heal. You can’t 
help but be moved by see- 
ing it happen,” added 
Ramsdell. 

With these improve- 
ments anglers have been 
informed that temporary 
changes in water appear- 
ance will occur. The water 
may be turbid as if a 
heavy rain has just oc- 
curred. Another impor- 
tant component will be 
sediment management.

“We know sand will mo- 
bilize during the removal. 
Some of the finer sedi- 
ment has already been 
moved, but the heavier 
sand will move. A sand 
trap is being installed by 
the property owner to help 
capture that,” said Rams- 
dell. 

The next step is the 
total removal of the dam 
and subsequent bridge 
construction. The State of 
Michigan, Golden Lotus, 
Inc., Great Lakes Energy, 
Patagonia, Pigeon River 
Country Association, Ot- 
sego County Community 
Foundation, Great Lakes 
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Fishery Trust, Paddle 
Hard Brewing Company, 
and individual donors 
have contributed 96% of 
the needed funds. They 
need to secure an addi- 
tional $40,000 for the dam 
removal only and are ac- 
cepting donations at 
www.huronpines.org/pro- 
jectinfo or by calling Pro- 
gram Director Lisha 
Ramsdell at (989) 448-2293 
ext. 29. If they don’t secure 
this money soon the proj- 
ect will be delayed until 
summer, 2016. 

Huron Pines Water- 
shed Coordinator, John 
Bailey, summed up the co- 
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operative effort. 

“Project partnerships 
of this diversity and mag- 
nitude are a perfect exam- 
ple of regional 
collaboration and there is 
involvement at almost 
every level, starting at the 
state and working down to 
individual donors.”

Michigan Cougar His- 
tory 

Cougars were origi- 
nally native to Michigan, 
but were extirpated from 
Michigan around the 
turn of the century. The 
last known wild cougar 
legally taken in the State 
occurred in 1906 near 
Newberry. There have 
been periodic confirma- 
tions of cougar sightings 
since that time, and one 
illegal harvest in the 
Upper Peninsula. 

Over the past few 
years, numerous cougar 
sighting reports have 
been received from vari- 
ous locations in Michi- 
gan. This situation is not 
unique to Michigan, but 
has been occurring in 
many other Midwestern 
and Eastern states as 
young males disperse 
from core range in the 
western United States. 


Description and 
Life History 


The cougar typically 
weighs between 90 and 
180 pounds with a few 
large males topping 200 
pounds. Cougars are tan 
to brown. Adult cougars 
have a body length about 
5-6 feet long from nose to 
base of tail. The tail is 
long and thick witha 
black tip. The head is rel- 
atively small compared to 
the body. 

Cougars are primarily 
nocturnal although they 
can be active during the 
day. They are solitary and 
secretive animals that 
prefer to hunt from cover. 
Cougars have a relatively 
short life span — 8 to 12 
years. Over most of its 
range the cougar's pri- 
mary wild prey is deer. 
Cougars are opportunis- 
tic predators and will 
take prey of varying sizes 
up to and including 
young moose. Occasion- 
ally, livestock and domes- 
tic dogs are also taken as

prey. Prey is most fre- 
quently killed by a bite to 
the neck, which severs 
the spinal column. 

Cougars are most often 
found in rural or rela- 
tively remote areas with 
ample cover and ade- 
quate prey populations. 
They are extremely secre- 
tive animals. In the west- 
ern states, they may exist 
in close proximity to peo- 
ple. 


Cougar-Human 


Interactions 


The DNR recognizes 
that the prospect of 
cougars in Michigan is 
alarming to many citi- 
zens because cougars are 
potentially dangerous 
wild animals. In states 
with established popula- 
tions (for example Cali- 
fornia and Colorado), 
people have been attacked 
and killed by cougars. 
The available evidence 
indicates populations in 
the Midwest are very low 
and therefore, the likeli- 
hood of cougar encoun- 
ters and attacks is 
correspondingly very low. 

Anyone who believes 
they have seen a cougar 
in the wild is asked to 
contact the DNR. A link 
has been attached to the 
DNR website to report 
sightings. 
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Antlerless deer license applica- 
tions on sale through Aug. 15 


The Department of Natural Resources re- 
minds hunters that the application period for 
antlerless deer licenses is now open and runs 
through Aug. 15. 

Hunters may apply for one license in any 
open Deer Management Unit (DMU) statewide; 
a nonrefundable $5 fee is charged at the time of 
application. Hunters may choose to apply for 
either one private-land or one public-land li- 
cense online at E-License or at any authorized 
license agent or DNR Customer Service Center. 


Young hunters, ages 9-16, can purchase one jun- 


ior antlerless deer license over the counter 
July 15 - Aug. 15. No application is required. A 
9-year-old must be 10 by Sept. 26 to purchase 
this license. 

Any leftover antlerless deer licenses not is- 
sued in the drawing will be sold on a first- 
come, first-served basis beginning Sept. 9 at 10 
a.m. EDT, until license quotas are met. 

Antlerless deer license quotas for each DMU 
can be found at www.michigan.gov/deer. 

Drawing results and leftover license avail- 
ability may be viewed at 
www.michigan.gov/huntdrawings beginning 
Sept. 2. 


Hunters also are reminded that chronic wast- 


ing disease (CWD) has been confirmed in a 
free-ranging deer in Michigan. CWD is a fatal 
neurological disease that affects white-tailed 
deer, mule deer, elk and moose. A CWD Man- 
agement Zone has been created for Clinton, In- 
gham and Shiawassee counties. DMU 333 was 
created for the Core CWD Area and encom- 
passes those townships (Lansing, Meridian, 
Williamstown, Delhi, Alaiedon and Wheatfield 
in Ingham County; DeWitt and Bath in Clinton 
County, and Woodhull in Shiawassee County) 
closest to where the CWD-positive deer was lo- 
cated. In DMU 3833 there is an unlimited antler- 
less deer license quota, and the deer license or 
deer combo licenses may be used to harvest 
antlerless or antlered deer within DMU 333 
during firearm and muzzleloading seasons. 

Additional deer-check stations, to be an- 
nounced at a later date, will be available to 
hunters in the Core CWD Area and CWD Man- 
agement Zone. To learn more about chronic 
wasting disease please visit 
www.michigan.gov/cwd.

LANSING - Coyote season 
in Michigan extends from 
July 15 to April 15 and there 
is no bag limit. Raccoon and 
coyote may be taken on pri- 
vate property by a property 
owner or designee all year if 
they are doing, or are about 
to do, damage on private 
property. A license or written 
permit is not needed. Resi- 
dents possessing a valid base 
license may hunt coyote dur- 
ing the established season. 


Habitat 


Coyotes are extremely 
adaptable and use a wide 
range of habitats including 
forests, grasslands, deserts, 
and swamps. They are typi- 
cally excluded from areas 
with wolves. Coyotes, be- 
cause of their tolerance for 
human activities, also occur 
in suburban, agricultural, 
and urban settings. 


Physical Description 


Coloration of coyotes 
varies from grayish brown to 
a yellowish gray on the upper 
parts. The throat and belly 
are whitish. The forelegs, 
sides of head, muzzle and 
feet are reddish brown. The 
back has fulvous colored un- 
derfur and long, black-tipped 
guard hairs that produce a 
black dorsal stripe and a dark 
cross on the shoulder area. 
The tail, which is half the 
body length, is bottle shaped 
with a black tip. There is also 
a scent gland located on the 
dorsal base of the tail. There 
is one moult per year, which 
starts in May with light loss 
of hair and ends in July after 
profuse shedding. 

Coyotes are significantly 
smaller than gray wolves and 
much larger than foxes. Coy- 
otes are distinguished from 
domesticated dogs by their 
pointed, erect ears and droop- 
ing tail, which they hold 
below their back when run- 
ning. The eyes have a yellow 
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iris and round pupil. The 
nose is black and usually less 
than one inch in diameter. 
The ears are large in relation 
to the head and the muzzle is 
long and slender. 


Behavior 


Coyotes are less likely to 
form packs than are wolves. 
Hunting, which takes place 
around the den, is done indi- 
vidually, in pairs, or in family 
units depending on prey 
availability. Coyotes are es- 
sentially nocturnal but can 
occasionally be seen during 
daylight hours. 

Although coyotes are capa- 
ble of digging their own bur- 
rows, they often enlarge the 
burrows of woodchucks or 
badgers and use these as 
their dens. Dens are used 
year after year. There are sev- 
eral entrances to a single 
den. Coyotes leave their dens 
to defecate and urinate. Coy- 
otes are capable of running 
at speeds up to 65 km/hr and 
they can jump distances of 
up to 4 meters. 


Home Range 


Coyote ranges, which are 
usually defended only during 
denning season, may be as 
much as 19 kilomters in di- 
ameter around the den and 
travel occurs along fixed 
routes or trails. 


Communication and Per- 
ception 


Coyotes use auditory, vi- 
sual, olfactory and tactile sig- 
nals to communicate. They 
are the most vocal of all 
North American wild mam- 
mals, using three distinct 
calls (squeak, distress call 
and howl call) which consist 
of a quick series of yelps, fol- 
lowed by a falsetto howl. 
Howling may act to announce 
where territories are to other 
packs. Coyotes also howl 
when two or more members 
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Coyote season statewide until April 15 


of a pack re-unite and to an- 
nounce to each other their lo- 
cation. Their sight is less 
developed and is used prima- 
rily to note movement. They 
have acute hearing and sense 
of smell. They use stumps, 
posts, bushes or rocks as 
"scent posts" on which they 
urinate and defecate, possibly 
to mark territory. Coyotes are 
very good swimmers but poor 
climbers. 


Food Habits 


Coyotes are versatile in 
their eating habits. They are 
carnivorous; 90% of their 
diet is mammalian. They eat 
primarily small mammals, 
such as eastern cottontail 
rabbits, thirteen-lined 
ground squirrels, and white- 
footed mice. They occasion- 
ally eat birds, snakes, large 
insects and other large inver- 
tebrates. They prefer fresh 
meat, but they consume large 
amounts of carrion. 

Part of what makes coyotes 
so successful at living in so 
many different places is the 
fact that they will eat almost 
anything, including human 
trash and household pets in 
suburban areas. Plants eaten 
include leaves of balsam fir 
and white cedar, sasparilla, 
strawberry, and apple. Fruits 
and vegetables are a signifi- 
cant part of the diet of coy- 
otes in the fall and winter 
months. Coyotes hunt ani- 
mals in interesting ways. 

When on a "mousing" expe- 
dition, they slowly stalk 
through the grass and sniff 
out the mouse. Suddenly, 
with all four legs held stiffly 
together, the coyotes stiffen 
and pounce on the prey. Hunt- 
ing deer, on the other hand, 
calls for teamwork. Coyotes 
may take turns pursuing the 
deer until it tires, or they 
may drive it towards a hid- 
den member of the pack. 

Coyotes sometimes form 
"hunting partnerships" with 
badgers. Because coyotes

aren't very effective at dig- 
ging rodents out of their bur- 
rows, they chase the animals 
while they're above ground. 
Badgers do not run quickly, 
but are well-adapted to dig- 
ging rodents out of burrows. 
When both hunt together 
they effectively leave no es- 
cape for prey in the area. The 
average distance covered ina 
night's hunting is 4 kilome- 
ters. 


Predation 


Coyotes are very secretive. 
Especially near human habi- 
tations they are active mostly 
early in the morning and late 
in the evening. Coyotes keep 
their young in or near the 
den while they are young so 
that the pups aren't killed by 
predators and competitors 
such as wolves and mountain 
lions. 


Ecosystem Roles 


Coyotes help in keeping 
many small mammal popula- 
tions in check, such as mice 
and rabbits. If populations of 
these small mammals were 
allowed to become too large it 
would result in habitat degra- 
dation. 


Economic Importance for 


Humans: Positive 


Coyotes help to control 
some agricultural pests, such 
as rodents. Coyote pelts are 
also still collected and sold in 
some areas. 


Economic Importance for 
Humans: Negative 


Coyotes serve as hosts for a 
number of diseases, includ- 
ing rabies. They are consid- 
ered a threat to poultry, 
livestock, and crops. Coyotes 
may also compete with 
hunters for deer, rabbits, and 
other game species.
